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Sargent  Speaks  To 
Class  of  1975 


Francis  Sargent — May,  1975 

Former  Governor  of  Massachusetts, 
Francis  Sargent  was  the  principal 
speaker  at  Lasell's  120th  Com- 
mencement. Speaking  to  the  297 
graduates  and  more  than  1000 
guests,  Sargent  emphasized  the 
need  to  "fight  for  personal  free- 
doms in  the  face  of  the  times — and 
of  those  persons  in  government  and 
industry  who  would  prefer  to  think 
of  us  as  numbers  on  a  computer 
card  and  statistics  in  a  mammoth 
bureaucratic  machine." 

Sargent  went  on  to  state  that 
"once  we  allow  ourselves,  for  what- 
ever reason,  to  look  beyond  the 
individual  as  the  measure  of  soci- 
ety, then  we  can  only  corrupt  our 
society  and  destroy  freedom.  Our 
'focus  must  remain  small — as  small 
as  one  individual.  But  our  answers 
must  be  as  large  as  the  problems — 
and    the    aspirations    of   that    one 


individual.  That  is  our  challenge — 
and  yours,"  Sargent  told  the  audi- 
ence. 

A  graduate  of  the  Noble  and 
Greenough  School  and  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology, 
Sargent  was  elected  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  Massachusetts  in  1966 
and  became  Governor  in  1969,  hold- 
ing that  office  until  January,  1975. 

Mr.  Sargent  is  currently  a  teach- 
ing fellow  at  the  Institute  of  Politics 
of  the  John  F.  Kennedy  School  of 
Government  at  Harvard.

The  bowl  was  presented  by 
Chairman  of  the  Lasell  Board  of 
Trustees,  Mrs.  David  Rosen  (Rosalie 
Brightman)  "in  recognition  of  out- 
standing service  to  the  College,  and 
representing  the  highest  tribute 
Lasell  can  make  to  an  individual 
who  has  assisted  Lasell  to  the  great- 
est extent  in  assuring  her  continu- 
ing pursuit  of  excellence." 

Mrs.  Hayes  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Lasell  Corporation  and  served 
as  Rhode  Island  Area  Chairman  for 
the  College's  Capital  Campaign,  A 
Program  for  '76.  In  1970  she  was 
awarded  a  Lasell  Medallion,  pre- 
sented by  the  Lasell  Alumnae  As- 


sociation for  "having  added  dis- 
tinction to  the  name  of  Lasell."  In 
1974  Mrs.  Hayes  was  recognized  by 
the  Rhode  Island  Division  of  the 
Small  Business  Administration  as 
the  Small  Business  Person  of  the 
Year,  for  her  excellent  work  as 
the  President  of  C.  I.  Hayes,  Inc. 
She  is  the  first  such  woman  to  be 
honored  by  this  association  in  New 
England.

A  long-time  resident  of  Newton, 
Sutherland  attended  the  Newton 
public  schools  and  served  on  the 
Newton  Board  of  Aldermen  from 
1956-1968.  During  his  aldermanic 
terms  he  was  Chairman  of  the 
Public  Buildings  Committee  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee.
